We  are  having  a  very  successful  year  in  the  school  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Almee  White.  The  total  registration 
this  year  is  15  pupils.  There  has  been  considerable  absence 
this  term  ou  account  of  the  severity  of  the  weather  and 
illness.  This  is  unfortunate  as  the  school  has  always  main- 
tained a  high  percentage  of  attendance.
